23-year-old girl, who was 
rescued from her gas filled apart- 
ment by police early Sunday after 
a telephone operator heard a weak 
call for help over the wire, was 
at the District of Columbia wo- 
mens1 bureau today, suffering con- 
siderr/jle pains from the cuts on 
her right thigh and abdomen.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—I.., 
The action of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation in slicing in- 
terest rates to its borrowers was 
described by RFC officials today 
ae a move to help along recovery. 


They said it is expected to bene- 


fit a large number of banks, in- 
dustries, borrowers on real estate 
and farm organizations. 


Jesse Jones, RFC chairman who 


is one of the most vigorous offi- 
cial exponents of lower interest 
rates, made the announcement of 
the cuts, which range up to 1 per 
cent and become effective July 1. 


Among the reductions were: 
To banks and bank receivers— 
from 4 to 3 per cent. 


To industrial concerns—From 5 
to a flexible rale ranging between 
4 and 5. 


On real estate loans advanced 
by the RFC Mortgage Company— 
From 5 to between 4 and 5. 


To the Commodity Credit Cor- 


poration—From 3 to 2 1-2. 
To insurance companies, credit 


unions, joint stock 
land banks, 


flood rehabilitation accounts and 
some other borrowers—4 to 3 1-2. 


To accounts intended to finance 
orderly marketing of farm com- 
modities and, ih certain cases, to 
building and loan associations— 
4 to 3 1-2. 
Jones said the reductions were 


possible because the RFC had ac- 
cumulated an operating reserve 
"sufficient to cover contingencies" 
and because the treasury, being 
able to borrow "at very low rates,' 
had cut its rate to the RFC from 
2 3-4 to 2 1-4 percent.

east in the northern half of the nation today as life giv- 
ing rains in portions of the northwest and the south over 
the week end which were expected to aid other afflicted 
sections "fizzled out."

his 'capacity as assistant attorney 
general, had registered at the ho- 
tel', last .night, authorities were ad- 
vised. 
.Justice of the Peace Hugh Gill 
conducted an ihquest and ruled 
that'Pope's1 death was accidental. 
It occurred about 3 a. m. 
It was the opinion of Justice 
Gill and'Clyde Holstein, manager 
of the hotel, that Pope had fallen 
asleep with a lighted cigaret in 
his hand and that it had set fire 
to his bed. The flames, they be- 
lieved, awoke him and, before he 
realized what he was doing, he 
jumped through the window. 
''His body struck a porch below, 
breaking his neck and causing in- 
stant death, Relatives live in Dal- 
las. The body was taken to Dallas. 
.Firemen' extinguished flames in 
the room, after the bed had burn- 
ed and wall paper scorced. 
•Porters at the hotel and taxi 
drivers loitering nearby said they 
heard- a loud noise like an explo- 
sion and saw flames in Pope's 
room. 
They turned in a fire 
alarm. It was-after this the body 
was 'found. 
'There were two windows in the 
room, one of which led to a fire 
escape.

- A' small hole was burned In the 
right arm of his pajamas. 


Pope, 29, graduated 
from the 
Southern Methodist University law 
school in 1931 .and served under 
then Dallas county district attor- 
ney William McCraw as an assist- 
ant. When McCraw was elected 
atorney general in 1934 he appoint- 
ed the young man to assist him 
in-the new office. 
Pope -was born Jan. 28, 1907, at 
Lancaster, Dallas county. He at-

school in -Dallas, graduating in 
1925. Higher education began at 
Texas A. and M. College which he 
attended for two years before en- 
tering the S. M. U. law school.

—(ff1)—Three 
murderers, a 


white man and two negroes, 
died in the state's electric 
chair early today. 


In one, two, and three 


order, Grady Warren, the 
•white man, and Mack Cou- 
pie and Oscar Brown, negro broth- 
ers, marched to the death cham- 
ber. 


Warren was convicted of killing 
C. Brown In a holdup near Tyler 
Dec. 31, 1933, and the negroes were 
sentenced for murdering Byron 
Bleschncr, Edna filling station op- 
erator, July 12, last. 


The triple execution required 37 
minutes. 


Warren reiterated a claim he 
made in the death cell that he was 
innocent. The negroes died with- 
out speaking to each other. Each 
blamed the other for the killing 
and never reached speaking terms 
while In death row. 
Another white man, Glenn War- 


ren, had been sentenced to die at 
the same hour but a 3-week stay 
by Governor James V. Allred pre- 
vented 
a 
quadruple 
execution 
which would have been the biggest 
night's business for the electric 
chair since it was given its grim 
initiation with five deaths in 1924. 
Glenn Warren was not related to 
the executed slayer and tha two 
had never met until they were 
brought to death row. 


Glenn Warren, was one of the 
three men convicted of slaying 
"Uncle" Charley Cansler at his 
home near Zavalla, Angelina coun- 
ty, Feb. 9, 1934. Bernard Lacoume 
was electrocuted for the slaying 
and Roy Susack was sentenced to 
life imprisonment. 


Silver to Be Freed 
HUNTSVILLE, July

J. R. (Bob) -Silver, who came to 
the Texas penitentiary nine years 
ago to die for a Fort Worth hold- 
up-slaying and prepared for the 
electric chair four times, will walk 
from the prison a free man to- 
morrow.

"KISS OF DEATH" IS ALMOST 


FATAL TO WIFEOF CONVICT 
WHO DIED IN ARIZONA PRISON 


PHOENIX, Ariz.. July 10— 


A "kiss ot death" today left a 
painful imprint of Mrs. Ramona 
Rascon, 36, widowed when 
the 
State of Arizona this- morning ex- 
ecuted her husband, Frank Ras- 
con, in its lethal gas chamber as 
a convicted slayer. 
Sobbing hysterically, Mr*. Ras- 


son demanded that the casket 
in which her husband's body had 
been placed directly at the door 
of 
the 
execution 
chamber, be 


opened. 


Officers compiled, and the wo- 
man hugged and kissed the dead 
man, almost frenziedly. 
Unknowingly then, in the opin- 


ion of Dr. Wayne Fountain, as- 
sistant county physician, she in- 


haled some of the deadly gas. 
Finally taken away from the 
casket and escorted from the pris- 
on, Mrs. Rascon complained of 
paralysis in her limbs, nausea and 
considerable pain.

changing human needs which call 
or 'an up to date government in 
place of antiquated government." 
Surrounded by Gov. Herbert H. 
Lehman, Mayor Fiorello La Guar- 
dia, James A. Farley. Secretary of 
the Interior Harold L. Ickes, and 
other notables, the president de- 
clared: 


There are a few among us who

I meeting modern needs. 
Most of 


us are willing to recognize change 
and to give it reasonable t.nd con- 
stant help." 


The opening of the trim suspen- 
sion structure across the East riv- 
er—which, with 
its approaches, 


connects the New York City bor- 
oughs of Manhattan, Queens and 
the Bronx—was preceded by pa- 
rades and civic demonstrations, 
originating In the boroughs. 
Despite the intense heat, more 


than 2,000 invited guests attended 
the opening ceremonies, sweltering 
in the sun. 


Crowd Cheered. 
The crowd rose and cheered Mr; 
Roosevelt, who arrived with Gov- 
ernor Lehman 
and 
Mayor 
La 
Guardia, with whom he had con- 
ferred at his East 65th 
street 


home before the ceremonies, after 
arriving from Washington earlier 
In the day. 


The president, In his brief ad- 


dress—he was limited to six min- 
utes »on the program and other 
speakers were given three min 
utes, noted that in older days there 
was no need for such a bridge con- 
necting Manhattan with the Queens 
and the Bronx. He recalled that'a 
little more than 100 years ago his 
own great-grandfather owned a 
farm in Harlem close to the Man- 
hattan approach of the bridge. 
"Some of us who are charged 
with the responsibilities of gov- 
ernment," he added, "pause from 
time to time to 
ask 
ourselves 
whether human needs and human 
invention are going to change as 
greatly in the generations to come 
as they have in the, generation 
that has passed.

EXCEPT ONE 


WASHINGTON, July 


Despite poor crop prospects, some 
government officials expressed the 
opinion today that 
supplies of 


food for men and animals will be 
ample to meet domestic demands 
If the drought does not cause new 
and extensive havoc. 


The official forecast of crops, 


based on July 1 conditions, said 
yesterday that prospects were poor- 
er than on any July 1 except 1934, 
the great drought year. 


The report, issued by the crop 
reporting board, said Indicated pro- 
duction of wheat was 638,933,000 
bushels, an increase of nearly 15,- 
000,000 over the amount actually 
harvested In 1935, but comparing 
with the 1928-32 average of 863,- 
564,000. Corn prospects were plac- 
ed at 2,244,834,000 bushels, a slight 
decrease from the 2,291,629,000 har- 
vested last year. The 1928-32 aver- 
age was 2,553,424,000. 


From Georgie A. Collier of the 


bureau of agricultural economics, 
came this comment: 


"In view of fears expressed for 


1934 
production, the forecast is 


very encouraging' and 
suggests 


there will be ample food and feed 
supplies if the figures are not'dras- 
tically cut in August." 


Other officials noted that the 


July 1 report did not take in the 
drought damage of the past ten 
days, and in view of that they call-, 
ed the report "conservative."

1037-39 blennium.

nn the basis of approximately J200 
per 
student, with 
higher allot- 


ments for technical training and 
lo schools having less than 730 
students. 


Action on the per capita aid to 


public schools for the next year 
was deferred until probably Wed- 
nesday. 
The present per capita 


apportionment is $18.50, highest In 
Iho. state's history. 
Certain prop-
